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Biggest fossil ever found?

A FOSSIL hunter in Wey¬ 
mouth has uncovered what 
could be the biggest exam¬ 
ple of a prehistoric mam¬ 
mal ever found. 

The fossilised skull of a 
pliosaur, which is 90 per 
cent complete and meas¬ 
ures 2.4 metres, was dis¬ 
covered on the shores of 
Weymouth Bay by Kevan 
Sheehan. 

Experts believe the 
155million year-old head 
contains the biggest jaws 
ever found in Britain, and 
possibly the world. 

The record find will be 
displayed at Dorset 
County Museum, after 
they paid £20,000 
(£18,000 from the Her¬ 
itage Lottery Fund, and 
£1,000 each from Dorset 
and Devon county coun¬ 
cils). 

Mr Sheehan, who spent 
four years uncovering the 
marine reptile, said: “In 40 
years of collecting, I have 
often been green with envy 
at some of the finds other 
people have made. 

“But now when someone 
shows me a find, I can say: 
‘that’s not a fossil....this 
pliosaur, that’s a fossil.’” 

This pliosaur lived in the 
Jurassic seas that covered 
Dorset 155 million years 
ago and was at least 12 
metres long. The jaws 
were powerful enough to 
bite a small car in half.

Dr David Martill of 
Portsmouth University 
said this was one of the 
largest, if not the largest, 
pliosaur skull found any¬ 
where in the world and 
contained features that had 
not been seen before. 


He also believed it could 
even be a species new to 
science. 

Richard Edmonds, earth 
science manager for the 
Jurassic Coast World Her¬ 
itage Site, said: “Kevan 
has done a fantastic job, 


rescuing this huge fossil 
over several years. With¬ 
out his efforts, the speci¬ 
men would have been lost 
to the sea.” 

Nerys Watts, Head of 
Heritage Lottery Fund 
South West, said: “The 
pliosaur skull is an incred¬ 
ible discovery, and will 
give us a wonderful in¬ 


sight into the world of the 
Jurassic coast.” 

The pliosaur skull is just 
the latest fossil to be dis¬ 
covered on the Jurassic 
Coast, Britain’s only natu¬ 
ral World Heritage Site, 
which runs along 95 miles 
of the Devon and Dorset 
coastline.

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TO celebrate Halloween this Saturday the view 
from caught up with one of Dorset's very own 
paranormal investigators to find out the truth 
about the spooky spectacle. 

During the day Dave Goulden is a radio pre¬ 
senter for Dorset's Wessex FM and manages his 
Dorset based production company Evoke 
Media. When he can find the time though Dave 
researches and investigates alleged haunted 
dwellings with his team "Paranormally Active". 

Dave lives in Weymouth with his girlfriend 
Leila and has two son's. Bradley aged 8, and 
Pressley who is just 16 months. 

Dave was born in the old Portwey hospital and 
was educated at The Wey Valley School in Wey¬ 
mouth. After working for Radio Shambles, the 
former Weymouth Hospital Radio station, in the 
1980s, Dave pursued a career in the media. 

Dave reveals his close encounters and the 
places he'd love to take his paranormal investi¬ 
gations to next. 


■ WHERE did your interest in paranormal activ¬ 
ity begin? 

I had as a young boy a number of strange dreams and 
odd things happen but it all started in my early 20s. I used 
to stay with a friend who lived in Glastonbury, Somerset. 
She lived in the typical old haunted country house where 
there were ghost stories and legends in abundance. The 
house was allegedly haunted by an old lady who had 
owned the house previously. She had been spotted on a 
number of occasions sat in an old rocking chair on the 
landing by my friend and her family. 

■ WHERE are the most haunted places you have 
visited? 

Earlier this year I was part of an investigation team who 
visited The Old Black Dog at Uplyme. This fantastic 
property is now a guest house. There is a great history 
that surrounds the building going back many years. One 
of our group was very sensitive to the spirit world and 
felt there was a young boy following me around for most 
of the evening. Later about 20 minutes into a vigil we 
could hear the sound of coat hangers rattling together, 
and on further investigation found a small cupboard door. 
Inside there were coat hangers gently swaying of their 
own accord and they had not been disturbed by any other 
member of the group. Incidentally they were at the height 
of a small child. Further afield I have visited Edinburgh’s 
famous Blair Street vaults in Scotland. 

■ ARE there any locations you'd love to investi¬ 
gate? 

Athelhampton House near Puddletown, which dates back 
to the 15th century, is at the top of my wish list. It has a 
number of spirits that are said to roam including the grey 
lady who walks the east wing and a monkey who was 
trapped in a secret staircase. Portland Castle, which was 



built by order of King Henry VIII in 1540, is another 
favourite. 

■ DO you think that TV shows have increased the 
public's interest in the paranormal? 

Definitely. Working in the media I can imagine how hard 
it would be to sell a TV format that is based around a 
paranormal investigation. The first flaw is that it’s unpre¬ 
dictable and sometimes simply nothing happens. Ghosts 
don’t have a history of playing up to the camera so that’s 
off to anyone who has broken down the taboos surround¬ 
ing the paranormal and has made a successful TV show 
around it. 
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■ DOES a paranormal investigator have a gift or 
can anyone do it? 

Anyone can do it. The only advice I would give is to do 
your research and get to know all aspects of paranormal 
investigation from psychic protection to various gadgets 
that can be used. Also keep a rational head on and look 
first for the logical explanations to alleged phenomena. 

■ IS there an increase of paranormal activity at 
Halloween? 

It is thought that the veil between the living and spirit 
world is thinner at the time of Halloween. Personally I 
think it’s down to luck again. Halloween is celebrated in 
many different ways around the world and seems to have 
evolved from many different customs and traditional old 
English and Gaelic festivals. 

■ What is your favourite part of Halloween? 

On a more innocent note, the excitement on my chil¬ 
dren’s faces when they dress up. My eldest son loves it. 

■ WHICH three guests would you invite to a Hal¬ 
loween banquet? 

The late Harry Price who was a legend, and pioneer of 
paranormal research. Stephen Fry because he is a truly 
fascinating man and John Peel who could tip me off on 
up and coming bands to look out for. From the other side 
of course. 

■ WOULD you rather be a werewolf or a vampire 
and why? 

Vampire. They seem to have far more fun and get around 
more spooky places. My girlfriend would prefer this an¬ 
swer too. Only because she’d rather wake up next to 
Robert Pattinson who plays vampire Edward Cullen in 
the Twilight film. 

■ IF you were a ghost for a day what would you 
do? 

I would rather stay in the spirit world and catch up with 
ancestors like my granddad. I’d also get a few tips from 
the professionals on how to haunt yet not be seen, which 
seems to be the best kept secret on the other side.

Pushing ahead with traffic plans

AN £18 million project to 
ease congestion in Wey¬ 
mouth town centre could 
begin as early as next year 
as the final revised plans 
go to public consultation. 

Exhibitions of the junc¬ 
tion designs will be on 
show to gauge public 
opinion ahead of the 
work, which will see what 
would usually be 15 years 
of improvement work un¬ 
dertaken in just two years. 

The designs are part of 
the Weymouth Transport 
Package for the 2012 
Games and follows the 
submission of the major 
scheme business case to 
the Department for Trans¬ 
port in October. 


A previous consultation 
highlighted the proposed 
closure of Franchise 
Street, the congestion 
arising from Asda car 
park, the reversal of traf¬ 
fic flow on Crescent 
Street and crossing facili¬ 
ties on King Street as 
major public concerns. 

During the three exhibi¬ 
tions next month Dorset 
County Council officers 
will be available to an¬ 
swer any questions about 
the project; its aims, junc¬ 
tion design and likely dis¬ 
ruption during 


construction. 

DCC’s Head of High¬ 
ways Andy Ackerman 
said: “The package is a 
once in a lifetime oppor¬ 
tunity to improve public 
transport in Weymouth 
and Portland and ease 
congestion in town. 

“There will be disrup¬ 
tion to traffic while the 
junctions are transformed. 
In most areas there will 
probably need to be long 
working hours, accompa¬ 
nied when necessary with 
road closures and one¬ 
way systems. 


“These public exhibi¬ 
tions are an ideal time for 
residents to see the final 
designs and ask the proj¬ 
ect team any questions 
they have.” 

Following public feed¬ 
back, a number of meas¬ 
ures could be introduced, 
including redesigning the 
proposed signals on the 
Rodwell Road junction 
with Wyke Road to keep 
Franchise Street open. 

Council officials are 
also working with Asda 
on redesigning the en¬ 
trance, exit and layout of 
its car park, and crossing 
facilities in King Street 
will be addressed in the 


new junction designs that 
will replace the King 
Street roundabout and at 
King Street’s junction 
with The Esplanade and 
Queen Street. 

Mr Ackerman said once 
the scheme was in place, 
they would monitor the 
reversal of flow on Cres¬ 
cent Street and the impact 
it had on the Park District 
area. 

“At the moment our 
traffic counts show there 
should not be a substan¬ 
tial problem,” he said. 

Together with the Wey¬ 
mouth Relief Road, the 
transport package is part 
of the Integrated Trans¬ 


port Strategy for the 
Dorchester-Weymouth- 
Portland corridor.

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Art to increase a sense 
of cultural heritage 


ICONIC art installations could fill 
Weymouth’s streets in a bid to create 
the country’s best seafront environ¬ 
ment after almost £ 3 4million was set 
aside for the project. 

The designs will be similar to those 
seen in big cities such as Liverpool 
and Madrid and bring an increased 
sense of the borough’s cultural her¬ 
itage to visitors and residents in the 
lead up to 2012’s Olympic games. 

A report to Weymouth and Port¬ 
land’s policy committee stated it 
wanted to make the most of the wa¬ 
terside, harbour and bridges whilst 
up-dating the esplanade was a “cen¬ 
tral plank” in the town’s regenera¬ 
tion. 

The £720,000 has been set aside by 
the Arts Council southwest, to go to¬ 
wards adopting a Public Art Policy in 
the next three years, which would 
see artists, architects and landscape 
designers working in partnership. 

Councillors heard how the recently 
opened Newton’s Cove bridge was

an example of how form and func¬ 
tion could be harnessed to create 
iconic art within the borough. 

The Weymouth and Portland Bor¬ 
ough Council report stated: “To 
renew Weymouth’s image, new ar¬ 
chitecture need to be ambitious, con¬ 
temporary and of the highest design 
standards. 

“Sculptures can help shape the 
buildings and develop their detailing 
whilst artists working with colour, 
with glass and with light can add 
warmth, beauty and vibrancy to 
buildings. 

“Our duty is to present the town at 
its best and encourage every new 
capital investment and development 
to do the same.” 

Further contributions for installa¬ 
tions could come from money paid to 
Weymouth and Portland Council 
from developers building within the 


borough. 

Councillor Ian Roebuck said he 
was worried about the infascructure, 
adding: “I can be convinced but at 
this point I don’t know where it’s 
going. It has to be integrated with 
what we are doing.” 

Concern was also voiced by coun¬ 
cillors over the how long the instal¬ 
lations would last, and whether the 
council would have to foot repair 
bills if the structures fell apart. 

Councillor David Hawkins, an ex 
arts teacher, said: “The problem is 
the people who make the decisions 
on public art don’t know about art. 
Public art is a very difficult area; it 
could end up with something that 
falls apart. Who makes the deci¬ 
sion?” 

WPBC Management Committee 
will vote on whether to take the arts 
planning policy for public consulta¬ 
tion at their November meeting.

Discovering Weymouth through the ages 


LOCAL people can explore Wey¬ 
mouth through the ages at a colourful 
new exhibition during November at 
the town’s library in Great George 
Street. 

The event, which covers the period 
1770-1990, boasts a fascinating se¬ 
lection of more than 100 engravings, 
maps and photographs drawn from 
the library’s local history collection. 

It features themes including the 
town centre, harbour, seaside, prom¬ 
enade, the Ritz and the War, plus a 
scale model of Sandsfoot Castle be¬ 
fore it became ruins.

“It is a chance to celebrate that past 
and look at how the town has 
evolved over the years, and perhaps 
ponder what it may be like in an¬ 
other 100 or 200 years time.” 

Weymouth through the Ages is set 
to run until the end of November in 
the library’s gallery area.

morrow (Thursday) at 11.30am by 
Miss Margaret Morris, - a ‘Wey- 
mothian and volunteer with Wey¬ 
mouth Museum and library.

Residents will be invited to become cit¬ 
izens of Nowhere Island, which is formed 
from an island in the Svalbard archipel¬ 
ago north of Norway, although no-one 


will be allowed on it except Mr Hartley. 

Gillian Taylor, from Arts Council Eng¬ 
land, said there would be an environ¬ 
mental education programme linked 
with the artwork. 

The piece is one of 12 arts projects cho¬ 
sen nationally to represent each of the 
UK regions as part of the Cultural 
Olympiad to run alongside the sporting 
events in 2012. 

After the project finishes the island will 
be towed back to Norway.

WHY BOTHER? 


The Land Registry wants your land registered...so much so that it has pledged to have all land in England 
and Wales registered by 2012. Approximately 35% of land in the West Country is unregistered and the Land 
Registry only has three years left to realise its ambition! 

What is Voluntary Registration? 

Registered titles provide up to date records of who owns a particular property or piece of land and include 
details of any rights which the property benefits from and any obligations or requirements which the prop¬ 
erty is subject to.

When you sell (or transfer) your land the individual 
buying it can be certain of its ownership and this makes for a more straightforward transaction, 
saving time and effort on all sides. 

• Registered titles are kept electronically and unlike unregistered title deeds, cannot be lost, damaged, 

or destroyed. It can be a costly business to prove your ownership if unregistered title deeds are 

missing or damaged. 

• Registration simplifies and reduces costs for future conveyancing transactions and assists with fraud 
prevention. 

• An application for voluntary registration can be an excellent opportunity to review the property 
holdings of an estate, confirming the extent and nature of your ownership or revealing problems. 

This can give you time to protect your interests and put matters right for the future. 

• Registration provides a clear and reliable statement of the boundaries of a property and reduces the 
potential for boundary disputes between neighbours. 

• If your land is unregistered it can be easier for a squatter to stake a claim without your knowledge. 
Once your land is registered you are automatically notified of such claims and given time to 
challenge them before it’s too late. Registration can therefore be crucial for large estates or second 
homes where it might be impossible to monitor encroachments with the degree of accuracy and 
regularity required. 

• The costs of registration in the future are expected to rise. Acting now could save you money in the 
future. 

• Registration will also protect some interests, such as franchises or manorial rights, which will lose 
their protected status by 2012 if they are not already registered. 

If the Land Registry is unable to reach its target through voluntary means, the compulsory 
registration requirements may well be extended. For most property owners planning ahead is likely 
to be the cheaper, safer option in the long run.

tere post-war years. 

His father worked all 
his life as a civil servant, 
his mother looked after 
the family home but in¬ 
stilled ambition in her 
only son. 

From the age of seven, 
Jeffrey was educated at 
Eltham College. A life of 
academia was not for 
him, nor a secure job in 
the civil service which 
his father favoured. At 
the tender age of 17 he 
secured a management 
trainee position after an¬ 
swering a London news¬ 
paper advertisement and 
joined the firm of Berk

Ltd who were involved in 
the distribution of chem¬ 
icals. 

Chemistry was hardly 
Jeffrey’s best subject, 
having secured only a 
grade nine in his O-lev- 
els. 

He started in the post 
room for the princely 
sum of £5 per week, 
worked hard and got a 
thorough understanding 
of the business in ac¬ 
counts, shipping ware¬ 
housing and unloading 
lorries before finally 
making it to sales and 
marketing. 

“At last I found my sub¬ 
ject, sales and market¬ 
ing,” said Jeffrey. “An 
area where I could 
excel.” 

His career really took 
off three years later when 
he joined the chemical 
division of BASF Ltd, 
one of the world’s largest 
chemical companies, and 
during this time he went 
to night school to obtain 
a Diploma in Marketing 
from the Institute of Mar¬ 
keting. 

Jeffrey was on his way. 


In 1975 he was head¬ 
hunted by K&K-Greeff, 
a leading independent 
firm of chemical distrib¬ 
utors as marketing di¬ 
rector and subsequently 
as managing director, 
controlling 300 employ¬ 
ees in the UK. In 1977 
he was elected to the 
Board of the British 
Chemical and Traders 
Association, becoming 
its chairman two years 
later. 

In 1986 Jeffrey led the 
management buy-out of 
K&K-Greeff. The com¬ 
pany was acquired by a 
Swedish investment 
company and Jeffrey set 
about building a pan- 
European business, ac¬ 
quiring many businesses 
along the way, including 
Berk Ltd where he had 
started as a humble post 
boy. Now he was the 
chairman. 

Subsequently, the 
business attracted the at¬ 
tention of the US-based 
Univar Corporation and 
he was invited to join 
the company as vice- 
president for Univar Eu¬ 
rope, a post he held until 
his retirement, at the age 
of 55, in 2001. 

Ever anxious for their 
employees to be part of 
the community, it was 
whilst working for Uni¬ 
var that Jeffrey was 
elected to the council at 


Brunei University in 
West London in 1997. 

He became a member 
of the University Fi¬ 
nance Committee, later 
becoming chairman and 
went on to serve as 
Vice-chairman and 
Chairman of the council 
before his term of office 
ended in 2008. 

During his time at 
Brunei Jeffrey was in¬ 
strumental in establish¬ 
ing a five-year plan to 
place research high on 
the University agenda, 
supporting the executive 
teams who successfully 
managed the change 
process. 

So how did Jeffrey and 
his family end up mov¬ 
ing their home to Up¬ 
lyme? Whilst living in 
London, Jeffrey and 
Toni used to escape the 
city life to their pied-a- 
terre near Blenheim 
Palace in Oxfordshire. 
Having retired from 
business, they decided 
to buy a flat in London 
and move to the country, 
preferably in easy reach 
of the capital so Jeffrey 
could continue his work 
at the University. 

They ended up buying 
a site with magnificent 
views in Uplyme, think¬ 
ing it was much nearer 
Bristol, and oversaw the 
building of their fabu¬ 
lous home. They also 


have a luxurious flat 
which overlooks the 
harbour in Torquay as 
well as other property in 
Lyme Regis. 

Although he retired 
from higher education, 
Jeffrey’s public service 
has continued since re¬ 
tirement. 

He was appointed a 
magistrate in 2002 and 
more recently has turned 
his experience to the 
health sector, being 
Vice-chairman and sen¬ 
ior independent director 
of the Dorset NHS 
Foundation Trust in 
Dorchester. 

Since moving to the 
Lyme Regis area, Jef¬ 
fery and Toni have im¬ 
mersed themselves in 
the social life of the area 
and have built a circle of 
friends who are regular 
supporters of many local 
charitable causes. 

Jeffrey, who describes 
the quality of life in 
Lyme as “fantastic, is 
quick to recognise the 
role Toni - his “soul¬ 
mate” - has played in his 
successful career, partic¬ 
ularly when he worked 
for the Americans, and 
in building their family 
life on the outskirts of 
town. 

“I am a very lucky 
man,” he says.

Has the consumer 
lost out in the 
scrappage deals? 

Used Car Expert's latest magazine hits the shelves 
this week and questions whether the scrappage 
scheme has been universally good news for con¬ 
sumers. 

It is now widely known that scrappage discounts 
have created a surge in sales of city and small cars 
such as Hyundai i 10s. 

This has been undeniably good for car manufac¬ 
turers and dealers. Whether scrappage has canni¬ 
balised sales that the dealers would have made 
eventually anyway is irrelevant because they 
needed sales now, not when consumer confidence 
recovers. 

The European Automakers Association (ACEA) re¬ 
ported that the UK hit 367,929 new registrations in 
September as a result of scrappage, representing an 
11.4% improvement in the market. Germany, Spain 
and France were all also up. 

In contrast, in countries where such car scrappage 
schemes have not been in operation, car sales have 
been hit hard by the recession. Ireland suffered a 
34.7% drop in new car registrations in September. 

But has the consumer lost out? 

But is the scrappage scheme the best way for the 
canny buyer to take advantage of the current state 
of the UK market? Used Car Expert's prices reveal 
that it is possible to save far more than £2,000 by 
shopping around for pre-reg and nearly new car 
deals. 

Editor Matt Tumbridge offered these examples, "A 
Renault Clio 1.2 Dynamic 5dr has a list price of 
£12270 - with £2000 off via the scrappage deal you 
pay £10270. But Used Car Expert recommends you 
can get exactly the same model from Evans Halshaw 
for £9990 with just over a thousand miles on the 
clock. Plus you will be able to get some money for 
your part-exchange. An average trade-in price of 
£500-£1000 on a 10 or 11 year old car means you are 
saving £3000 in total without trying." 

"It's the same story with the rival Peugeot 207. The 
list price of a 1.45 is £12695 - when you take scrap- 
page into account that comes down to £10695 - yet 
you can buy a nearly new one with under 4,000 
miles from a Robins & Day Peugeot dealer for just 
under ten thousand pounds - factor in the trade in 
and you are looking at around £9000." 

These are substantial savings which show that, if 
you are looking to replace an old car, the scrappage 
scheme might not be the most cost effective way for 
consumers to do it. 

Tumbridge summed up, "As with all car buying, 
you have to do your homework and look at it model 
by model. Scrappage is not a rip-off if you want a car 
that is hardly available on the nearly new market or 
from a brand that is hard to secure discounts from. 
But, many people have definitely saved less than 
they could by not looking at the nearly new market."

National Trophy 

CLOSE, but no cigar. It's an apt description for Weymouth's 
season which ended in disappointment at the Wessex 
Stadium on Saturday. 

Needing a victory to keep their slender trophy hopes 
alive, the Wildcats slid to a 48-41 defeat to hand the title 
to their opponents Plymouth. 

In many ways it was a fair result - this was the re-run of 
a meeting originally held in September which was aban¬ 
doned following a floodlight failure with the Devils win¬ 
ning by a country mile. 

It also brought the curtain down on the Wildcats 2009 
campaign, which promised so much but delivered noth¬ 
ing. 

An early Knockout Cup exit was followed by disappoint¬ 
ing showings in the National League fours, pairs and in¬ 
dividual events. Dreams of retaining their league title 
ended in the play-offs against Bournemouth earlier this 
month with the Devils then ruining their trophy hopes. 

That sort of campaign would be considered fairly suc¬ 
cessful for most National League sides, but for Weymouth 
it's not short of frustrating. 

With one of the league's biggest wage bills and largest 
fan bases, the club and its supporters demand success. 

And they would have had some had Tim Webster re¬ 
ceived a bit more backing from his team mates on the 
night. The Wildcats reserve wracked up a brilliant 18 
points from seven rides, on what was his farewell to the 
Wessex Stadium. 

The talented youngster is joining Newport next term 
and looks like being an almost impossible act to follow at 
bottom of Weymouth's line-up. 

Guest Taylor Poole (7) and captain James Cockle (7+1) 
were the home side's next highest scorers with Terry Day 
picking up 6+4. But it was the loss of reserve James White- 
Williams that proved expensive - he crashed during his 
opening heat and took not further part in the contest.

In the end it was a deserved victory for the visitors who 
will now be hoping to complete the double with success 
over Bournemouth in the National League play-off final. 

A delighted Wright said: "It was disappointing to leave 
Weymouth earlier in the season because I really enjoyed 
my time here. 

"But to return with another club and win a trophy is fan¬ 
tastic.

WESSEX BUS PUT 
BRAKES ON WILDCATS 

WEYMOUTH speedway is looking for a new stadium spon¬ 
sor. 

Wessex Bus has ended its lucrative deal with the Wildcats 


after concerns that the club were not 'using the money 
wisely'. 

The resort-based company is believed to have ploughed 
more than £40,000 into the Radipole Lane outfit this year, 
both in sponsorship and month rent contributions of£ 1,500. 

On top of that, big-hearted owners and speedway fanatics, 
Nigel and Marion Charlton, have supplied Wildcat riders 
with fuel and tyres throughout the season. 

But they decided to end their relationship with the club 
after chairman Phil Bartlett recently revealed that a couple 
of riders' pay cheques had bounced after he was forced to 
pay meeting gate receipts into the bank two days later than 
he normally would have done. 

The Charlton's were shocked by Bartlett's admission and 
immediately pulled the plug. 

Mrs Charlton told last week's Speedway Star magazine: 
"We have certain issues with Mr Bartlett over whether our 
money was going to the correct places. When Mr Bartlett 
starts to bounce cheques, it does rather make you wonder 
whether there are any funds in the club's account. 

"Not unreasonably, we asked Phil for proof that the club 
was viable. We are business people - we are not going to 
send good money after bad. If it is not viable, why is it not vi¬ 
able?" 

Mrs Charlton claims Bartlett has not been forthcoming 
with the information and explained that the rent contribu¬ 
tions were designed to allow the club to accumulate funds. 

"Obviously there are no funds in the bank," she told the 
Speedway Star, “Otherwise the cheques would not have 
bounced. If he had to pay in the gate receipts from the pre¬ 
vious meeting to cover those funds, then he's going from 
hand to mouth." 

Meanwhile the Charlton's are also expecting some money 
back from the Wildcats following the sale of Tim Webster to 
Newport. The couple helped financially to bring the rider to 
Weymouth on the understanding they would be reimbursed 
if he was sold on. 

"We bought the licences of four riders. The agreement was 
that when they were sold, we'd get out money back. 

"Tim Webster is already one of those who has moved on. I 
don't know if the transfer fee has changed hands but he is 
definitely going to Newport." 

Despite the sponsorship deal being ended, Wessex Bus will 
continue to support Weymouth riders on an individual basis. 

Meanwhile the Speedway Star article quoted Bartlett as 
grateful for Wessex Bus'support but he also explained that 
the club's finances have been hit by both the recession and 
dwindling crowds. 

He told the weekly magazine: "We have been in a big re¬ 
cession and another big factor is that Bournemouth has 
been running this year. A number of our crowd came from 
Poole and that has had an adverse effect on us. 

"The Wessex Bus sponsorship has been doing the club 
good. I have never taken a penny out of the speedway; in 
fact, quite the opposite. 

"But Wessex Bus has not been paying the rent - they have 
just been contributing to it. Their £ 1,500 isn't anywhere near 
it. 

"They have made a large contribution towards it and it has 
been very much appreciated. But we have run speedway 
without Wessex Bus' sponsorship before, and we will con¬ 
tinue to do so in the future."

ON the same card / Hear Thunder, 
one of those badly affected by the 
handicapper, and Double Dizzy went 
head to head in the Class 2 Desert Or¬ 
chid Handicap Chase with the former 
giving the better run. 

Thunder was having his last race be¬ 
fore going hunter chasing in the 
spring, and as always didn't let his fans 
down with another gutsy run. Pe¬ 
nalised 61b for his win at Fontwell a 


week ago, he just failed by a neck to 
snatch third place from Out of the 
Black with Colin Tizzard's recent double 
winner Classic Clover a further length 
behind. 

"Another brilliant run," enthused 
Buckler. "He was maybe feeling it a bit 
from his run last week, but Nathan 
gave him another good ride."

"She was taking on better horses at 
level weights and as such it was a very 
encouraging run.

Terras close to administration

WEYMOUTH Football club could 
be in administration by the end of 
today (Wednesday). 

The threat looms large over the 
Terras after it failed to attract new 
investment into the club by last 
week's deadline set by directors. 

That deadline has been extended 
until today, although it's believed 
that no 'serious' offers to buy a 
stake in the debt-ridden Blue 
Square South outfit have been re¬ 
ceived. 

Barclays Bank has called in the 
club's overdraft of £25,000 while 
Carlsberg is also demanding repay¬ 
ment of a £15,000 debt. 

Former chairman Malcolm Curtis 
claims he has not been paid 
agreed instalments on monies 
owed to him either and so, as guar¬ 
antor of both the Barclays over¬ 
draft and Carlsberg debt, he is now 
threatening to call in his total debt 
of £221,000. 

Financial director Ian Windsor 
says the money is not available to 
repay any of the debts, leaving the 
Terras dependant on a last minute

saviour. And with one unlikely to 
be found at this late stage, Wey¬ 
mouth Football Club would appear 
doomed. 

The Terras in turn have revealed 
they will now try to counter-sue 
Curtis for alleged 'gross negligence 
and misfeasance'during his reign 
at the View From Stadium. 

However, that will be a lengthy 
process with Curtis likely to be 
handed full control of the stadium 
if the club goes into administra¬ 
tion. 

Director Paul Cocks said last week 
that the club had been discussing 
investment with a number of peo¬ 
ple but that no actual offers had 
been received. 

Weymouth's counter-claim 
against Curtis centres around the 
land transfer deal - while chairman, 
his company bought the land sur¬ 
rounding the stadium for £500,000 
before selling it on to regeneration 
giants, Morgan Sindell. 


They set up a company to man¬ 
age the land called Wessex Park 
Delivery, of which Curtis is a direc¬ 
tor. 

Curtis is accused of having the 
land valued at a knock-down price 
and of asset-stripping the club. 

Current director, Paul Cocks, who 
as a shareholder, voted in favour of 
Curtis'original land transfer deal, 
reckons lawyers have indicated 
Weymouth have a good case 
against the ex-chairman. 

Curtis told View From Weymouth: 
"It's a legal issue and therefore I do 
not really want to comment in 
length. What I can say is that we 
have again had top lawyers look at 
what we did in the past few days 
and again they have confirmed 
that everything was done legally 
and above board." 

Meanwhile Curtis confirmed he'd 
received an offer for the land last 
week from Gary Calder junior, son 
of ex-chief executive, Gary Calder. 

"There was an offer," he said,"and 
it was turned down."
